OWNER CONTROLS SPEED. 


\America’s Cup Race No New 
Venture For Them. 


TRIED FOR TROPHY IN 1 852. 


8chooner 
Sverige 
Alto 
Raced 
the 
America 
the 
Following 
Year— Are 
Well Prepared to Build Speedy Boat. 
Some Good Swedish Designers. 


Sweden’s meteoric rise to an Amer­ 
ica’s cu p p ossibility from almost ob­ 
liv ion in y achting, so far as this cou n­ 
try was concerned, has cau sed wide­ 
sp read interest in the sailors of that 
far north cou ntry . The feats of the 
Norsemen are k nown to the schoolboy 
ev en in Dak ota, bu t somehow they 
hav e rarely been associated with the 
sailing of p leasu re y achts. Yet it is a 
fact that a Swedish schooner, the 
Sv erige, was one of the starters in the 
race arou nd the Isle of Wight for the 
q u een’s cu p which the schooner Amer­ 
ica won, say s the New York World. 
In 1852, the following y ear, when the 
America had been sold to Lord John 
de p iaq u ire, an officer in the British 
Indian Srmy , a match was made with 
the Sv erige for $5 00 a side. The race 
was sailed In October of that y ear, 
and on the first leg. which was dowm 
the wind, the Sv erige led .the America 
by 8 minu tes 26 seconds. 
It was a 
beat home, and as the Swedish y acht 
hau led on the wind the jaws of her 
main gaff brok e, and they had to be 
lashed. 
A fog then set in, and the 
Sv erige ov erstood Nab light so that 
she was beaten twenty -six minu tes. 
Swedes hav e since maintained that 
the Sv erige was a better boat than the 
America and that she wou ld hav e won 
If she had not been u nfortu nate. 
Today Sw^eden occu p ies a p osition In 
y achting that Is w'holly indep endent of 
the other cou ntries of Eu rop e. 
The 
Roy al Sw’edish Yacht clu b adop ted the 
u niv ersal ru le of measu rement with 
the other Eu rop ean clu bs a y ear ago, 
bu t it still k eep s to its old ru le, 
which has dev elop ed a racing machine 
p u re and simp le; hence it may be 
well p rep ared to bu ild a challenger to 
sail for the America’s cu p now that 
only ou t and ou t racers are accep table. 
Bu t the Swedish craft are small. 
Of sev eral y achts there that hav e 
shown good sailing q u alities the San 
Toy has been the most consp icu ou s. 
It 
is 
said 
that 
her 
p erformances 
p romp ted Swedish y achtsmen to con­ 
sider sending a challenge, y et she is 
only a small craft and withou t her 
rigging cou ld actu ally be carried on the 
Reliance’s deck . 
She is owned by 
Goesta Ky hlberger, a bank er of Stock ­ 
holm. 
Recently the San Toy and the 
J3 esp erf which is owned by Vilh Ols- 
Bono, a Stock holm merchant, sailed a 
long race for 1,100 crowns, to be giv ­ 
en to the Seamen’s home in Stock holm. 
Su ch a p rize in p lace of a cu p is 
thou ght there to fu rther the interest 
in sailing. 
It Is the small size of the boats that 
mak es It dou btfu l whether the Swedes, 
with all their enthu siasm and with all 
their ex p erience, can race with any de­ 
gree of su ccess in the America’s cu p 
class. Six ty footers are abou t as large 
as their designers and bu ilders hav e 
tu rned ou t. 
Albert Anderson, who drew the lines 
of the Phenlx and those of the Zep hy r, 
is one of the best k nown Sw'edish de­ 
signers. Others whose boats hav e done 
well at the Kiel races in Germany are 
C. O. LilJIgren, Henning Heglind and 
Llndstrom, 
bu t 
John 
Carlson, 
the 
Swedish manu factu rer and the p rime 
mov er in the p rop osal to challenge, de­ 
termined to design a challenger him­ 
self and to hav e her bu ilt by Gu u nar 
Melligren at the Neglinge wharf, ou t­ 
side of Stock holm. He decided to fol­ 
low' as far as p osible the Margnethe 
ty p e, which he constru cted. 
Mr. Carlson has made a nu mber of 
Innov ations In form of hu ll and of 
eq u ip ment that hav e been adop ted 
generally In Swedish w aters. The an­ 
nou ncement that as far as p racticable 
Wood wou ld l>e emp loy ed in the con­ 
stru ction of the challenger instead of 
metal occasioned no little su rp rise here. 
One of*Mr. Carlson’s greatest ambi 
tlons, It seems, has been to comp ete foi 
the America’s cu p . 
He alway s sails 
his own craft and is a sp lendid nav i­ 
gator. 
Besides, he p ossesses the rare 
q u ality of arou sing enthu siasm in his 
crew\ 
He has secu red sev eral tri­ 
u mp hs in Scandinav ian wraters, once 
tak ing the famou s Oeresu nds cu p . 
It has been su ggested that, as many 
of the Deer island sailors are Swedes 
it wou ld be necessary to seek a crew 
for the defender elsewhere. 
Cap tain 
Barr has emp loy ed only Norwegian 
sailors for two y ears and cou ld well 
stick to them, as the comp etition be­ 
tween the two northern cou ntries is 
rather high stru ng, and the Norw egians 
wou ld be only to glad to help beat 
their Swedish neighbors.

By the u se of this dev ice any one in 
the tonneau or on the rear seat of a 
car is enabled to hav e p ositiv e control 
of the car’s sp eed. 
He does this 
throu gh the simp le op eration of an 
electrical switch hav ing fiv e or more 
p oints of contact rep resenting circu its. 
If the owner desires his car not to 
ex ceed the ten mile limit he throws 
his switch to the ten mile contact.

ers.

Answering in p erson a hu rry call on 
the wire from Hammonton, N. J., Mrs. 
Jeanette Coast, chief op erator in the 
Bell 
Telep hone comp any 
main 
ex ­ 
change in Atlantic City , listened to an 
accou nt of the death of her own hu s­ 
band, Ralp h Coast, chief of linemen, 
and then fell in a faint. Coast lost his 
balance w’hile work ing at the top of 
a six ty foot p ole on the ou tsk irts of 
Hammonton, bu t managed to grip a 
cross arm as he fell. 
Men ru shed tc 
his aid, bu t before they cou ld ascend 
the p ole his strength gav e ou t and he 
fell to his death. Those who sent the 
news to Hammonton had no idea ol 
the identity of the receiv er u ntil they 
heard her shriek at the close of the re 
p ort.

The scientific name 
of this p lant Is Combretu m su ndaicu m 
and not Tamal bsl. as some seem to 
think . 
“From 
Mr. Wilber and others I 
fou nd that the way to p rep are this 
v ine for u se was as follows; First, boil 
ov er a gentle charcoal fire in the p ro­ 
p ortion of three p ou nds of water to 
one ou nce of the p reciou s dru g for 
abou t fou r hou rs till half the original 
water remains. 
Second, strain the 
p rep aration and leav e it to cool, and It 
is ready for u se. Third, fill two bran­ 
dy bottles with the p rep aration. Into 
bottle A p u t bu rnt op iu m to the q u an­ 
tity the p atient u sed to consu me in one 
day . The op iu m will dissolv e at once 
with a milk y color. Fou rth, tak e two 
tablesp oonfu ls of the mix tu re from bot­ 
tle A whenev er the p atient crav es for 
op iu m, shak e the bottle before u se and 
directly after each dose is tak en fill 
the same q u antity of the p rep aration 
from bottle B into bottle A. No op iu m 
is to be p u t Into the medicine after the 
first bottle.” 
Continu ing her story . Miss Hav iland 
said: “Up on v isiting the Chinese tow- 
k ay who had introdu ced the medicine 
in Seremban with good effect I learn­ 
ed that the leaf had been discov ered 
In Jelebu by a y ou ng man who w'as an 
op iu m smok er. He had been told by a 
friend to tak e the leaf of a certain 
p lant growing in the ju ngle and to 
boll it and drink the medicine. He did 
so and fou nd that he cou ld break off 
his op iu m habit. He told others abou t 
it, and when the Seremban towk ay 
went to Jelebu to collect his home 
rents he w^as told of the medicine. He 
ordered his mining coolies to collect 
the p lant for him and then Introdu ced 
it into Seremban. 
“The Chinese p reachers and y ou ng 
men enthu siastically took u p the m at­ 
ter, and the medicine was p rep ared at 
the mission hall. 
The news sp read, 
and hu ndreds came ev ery day u ntil the 
mission hall and street ou tside became 
block ed with p eop le. 
Nev er shall I 
forget the tou ching sp ectacle of these 
men eagerly ask ing for help , children 
coming ask ing for the cu re for their 
fathers.” 

W. E. Horley , who 
has done so mu ch to sp read the cu re 
among the Malay ans, and from him 
obtained two sack s of the p reciou s 
remedy , w’hich is a v ine not u nlik e the 
American morning glory , and has come 
home a messenger of good cheer to her 
strick en brother. 
That the remedy is effectiv e is be­ 
liev ed by Miss Hav iland becau se of in­ 
stances which came u nder her observ a­ 
tion. 
She saw one Chinaman, who 
had been a u ser of the dru g for fifteen 
y ears, break his p ip es and with an ax 
destroy the bu nk on which he rep osed 
w hen u nder the op iate influ ence. 
She 
saw 3 00 men and women, each with n 
bottle or some v essel with which to 
carry the remedy , come daily to the 
dep ots where the Selangor Antiop iu m 
society gav e free medicine to those af­ 
flicted. 
Gov ernment officials of the 
Malay p eninsu la told her that the Im­ 
p ortation of the dru g had already been 
redu ced from eighty to thirty chests 
each month and was still falling. 


An Improved Arrangement of Pipa For

The other p lan shows 
where the steam inlet is near the bot­ 
tom of the barrel and continu es as a 
circu lar p ip e arou nd the bottom.

SW EET 
POTATOES. 


Proper Temperature Should Be Pro­ 
vided to Prevent Rot. 
In order to lessen or p rev ent rot the 
p otatoes shou ld be p erfectly dry when 
p u t in storage and k ep t dry throu ghou t 
the p eriod of storage. 
Du ring the 
sweating p eriod Ju st after the roots are 
stored care shou ld be tak en to see that 
p rop er v entilation is p rov ided and that 
the temp eratu re be k ep t at abou t 70 
degrees. 
The temp eratu re. In case 
enou gh roots are stored to mak e the 
erection of a regu lar storage houae 
p rofitable, may best be secu red by 
means of a small stov e. 
Where the 
roots are stored In the u su al dirt cov ­ 
ered p iles it is imp ortant not to let 
water get on them whenev er they are 
op ened to remov e any p otatoes. 
The 
fu ngu s req u ires a certain amou nt of 
moistu re for its most rap id dev elop ­ 
ment, and this is too often fu rnished 
by carelessness in op ening these p iles. 
Nev er emp loy diseased roots to se­ 
cu re sets. 
Destroy by bu rning all dis 
eased roots and sets, and do not feed 
the diseased roots to animals if the 
resu lting manu re Is to be p laced u p on 
the field where the p otatoes are to be 
grown. 
In general commercial fertili­ 
zers are p referable in sweet p otato cu l­ 
tu re on the abov e accou nt, and p ar­ 
ticu larly in the beds emp loy ed for the 
growing of the sets.

corn breeder cannot afford to sell the 
p rodu ct from his breeding p lot. 
He 
shou ld mak e a second selection of all 
the good seed ears from the best y ield­ 
ing rows of the p lot and mix the seed 
together to p lant a field, from the 
p rodu ct of which he can sell to his 
cu stomers. 
Care shou ld be tak en to 
hav e this field also Isolated from other 
k inds of corn in order to p rev ent cross­ 
ing. 
It Is care in all the small p oints 
that cou nts, for we are not ap t to mak e 
mistak es In

This was President Roosev elt’s su m ­ 
ming u p of the resu lts of his hu nt on 
Bay ou Tensas and Bear lake. 
He ar­ 
riv ed at 3 o’clock Su nday afternoon at 
the residence of Leo Shields, where he 
was a gu est u ntil he took his depart­ 
u re for Vicksbu rg today . 
He came in 
on a fu ll gallop and, accompanied as 
he was by abou t a dozen of his hu nt­ 
ing companions, all mou nted and at­ 
tired in hu nting garb, the cav alcade 
presented a tableau x as pictu resqu e as 
it was animated. 
The president 'Is 
slightly more bronzed than when he 
•ntered the wldlerness from this point 
fifteen day s ago, bu t notw ithstandiqg 
this fact and the additional circu m ­ 
stances that his skin as well as his 
olothes bear ev idence of contact with 
the cane and other bru sh, he was nev ­ 
er in better spirits in his life. 
“Yes, we got three bears,” he added, 
“ all that we saw, and I think a pretty 
good record. I am perfectly satisfied.” 
“You m ight add,” interjected one of 
the Metcalf brothers, who has been 
the president’s principal gu ide du r­ 
ing the hu nt, “that we hu nted a cou n­ 
try of v ast ex tent and in which there 
were bu t fiv e bears all told, and that 
of these, as y ou see, we got three.”

The president when he said this, 
stood on the lawn in front of Mr.

gathered Mr. Shields and a nu m ber of 
gu ests whom he had inv ited to dine 
with the president. 
In the distance 
were gathered the negro hu nters, Holt 
Collier, Alex Ennolds, Bru tu s Jackson 
and nu m erou s cooks, team sters au d 
m essengers, while the horses stood in 
the y ard and the dogs lay arou nd lick­ 
ing their lacerated bodies, many of the 
animals being in bad condition on ac­ 
cou nt of the long chase and others as 
a result of contact with wild hogs, 
wildcats and other wild things.

What 
We 


Have Been Waiting For. 
Paris, Oct. 21.—A new principle for 
aerial nav igation with heav ier-than-air 
machines hav e been employ ed in some 
recent ex perim ents and giv es promise 
of large resu lts. 
Instead of u sing 
planes on the box -kite principle driv en 
by a v ertical propeller, as as the case 
in the aeroplanes of Santos Du Mont 
and other ex perim enters u p to this 
time,* rotary 
horizontal 
planes 
are 
u sed. 
In other words the gy roscopic 
principle is employ ed and the machine 
is called the gy roplane. The theory is 
that by the employ ment of horizontal 
propellers the machine can be easily 
lifted and lowered after the fashion of 
the old “helicoptre” toy , longitu dinal 
motion being obtained by the force of 
grav itation by allowing the machine 
to dip and glide on its planes in the 
sam e way that heav y birds soar. 
Cou nt De Lam bert believ es that this 
is the tru e solu tion of aerial flight, bu t 
the honor of constru cting the first m a­ 
chine on this principle belongs to 
Lou is Bregit. 
He has bu ilt a machine 
in the general form of a Saint Andre’s 
cross, each arm hav ing at its ex trem ­ 
ity eight rev olv ing paddles or propel­ 
lers, slightly inclined. 
These thirty - 
two paddles present a total su rface of 
twenty -fiv e squ are m eters and are re­ 
v olv ed by a forty -horse power motor 
at the center of the cross, where the 
pilot sits. 
The total weight of the 
machine is 5 7 8 kilograms. 
In the pre­ 
liminary trials the machine left the 
grou nd Instantly when the motor was 
set in motion and was easily su stain­ 
ed in the air with 7 8 rev olu tions a 
minu te. 
When the motor was slowed 
down the gy roplane descended gen­ 
tly . 
Perfect equ ilibriu m was main­ 
tained. The longitu dinal flight has not 
y et been attem pted, bu t the inv entor 
thinks it will be easy to make sev enty - 
fiv e kilom etres an hou r.

The 
winner of the cu p in each internation­ 
al contest, by the term s of the donor 
will receiv e in addition a prize of 
$2,5 00 in cash, together with one-half 
of the entry fees and forfeits. 
The 
contestant finishing second will re­ 
ceiv e cne-third and the contestant fin­ 
ishing third the balance of the entry 
fees and forfeits. 
This 
second 
competition 
for the 
Bennett international aeronau tic cu p 
was organized by the Aero Clu b of 
America u nder the ru les of the Inter­ 
national Aeronau tic Federation, and 
will be condu cted u nder the au spices 
of the Aero Clu b of St. Lou is. 
Today the principal featu re of the 
entire aeronau tic meet will open the 
program, when the nine balloons will 
ascend for the international long-dis­ 
tance race for the Bennett cu p. 
Tu esday there will be a contest for 
aeroplanes or fly ing machines of the 
heav ier than air ty pe, with total cash 
prizes of $2,5 00. 
W ednesday there will be a contest 
for air-ships and v ehicles of the light­ 
er than air ty pe, with total prizes of 
$2,5 00. 
Thu rsday the contest of fly ing ma­ 
chines for the Scientific American cu p 
will be held. 
Friday will be “free-for-all” day , In 
which any kind of air craft that will 
get abov e the grou nd may participate 
in the contest to win the Lahm cu p, 
which has ju st been won by Aeronau ts 
McCoy and Chandler in their long bal­ 
loon flight from St. Lou is to W est Vir­ 
ginia. 
Aeronau tic 
interest 
centers 
chiefly 
on the international balloon race. Ac­ 
cording to annou ncem ent of the Aero 
clu b, the first balloon, the Poramern, 
will be sent u p at 4 p. m., and the 
others will follow at not less than fiv e 
minu te interv als. 
A test balloon sent u p at su nset last 
ev ening was whirled away on a twen­ 
ty -fiv e mile wind in a direction ju st 
west of sou th. 
This is the first bal­ 
loon in months which has taken this 
cou rse, and the aeronau ts are predict­ 
ing that Mex ico will be the goal if pre­ 
v ailing atm ospheric 
conditions 
con­ 
tinu e. 
The w eather bu reau , howev er, 
predicts v ariable winds—the most dis­ 
cou raging w eather a balloon has to 
deal with.

After this occu rrence, the chief of 
the fire departm ent gav e orders that

English W alling of Indianapolis, Ind., 
his wife, and his sister-in-law, Miss 
Rose Stransky , were arrested in this 
city last night 
by a force of gen­ 
darmes, becau se of their association 
with sev eral members of the Finnish 
Progression party . 
Kellogg Du rland, 
another American, and a friend of Mr. 
W alling’s, who has been in St. Peters­ 
bu rg gathering m aterial for a series of 
lectu res, was also taken into cu stody , 
bu t later he was released. 
Mr. W alling is a wealthy Socialist. 
He is a grandson of the late William 
H. English, who w as'v ice presidential 
candidate in 18 8 0, when General H an­ 
cock ran for the American presidency . 
For sev eral y ears past Mr. W alling 
has taken an activ e interest in the 
^Ru ssian stru ggle, and this is the third 
# time he has v isited Ru ssia. 
The Finns with whom the W allings 
hav e been associated wrere also ar­ 
rested. 
In this party there are three 
men and one woman. 
The wroman is 
the wife of Prof. Malmbu rg of Hel­ 
singfors u niv ersity . 
The Finns hav e 
been in St. Petersbu rg for sev eral 
day s. They hav e been u nder close po­ 
lice observ ation all the time. 
Satu r­ 
day and Su nday the Finns, Mr. and 
Mrs. W alling and Miss Stransky dined 
together and last night the entire par­ 
ty was taken into cu stody . 
After 
mu ch telephoning by the au thorities 
places were finally fou nd for the pris­ 
oners. 
The three Americans were 
separated. 
Mr. Walling was sent to 
the detention prison, his wife to the 
wom an’s prison and Miss Stransky , 
who is apparently regarded as the 
most im portant captiv e, to the new 
jail recently bu ilt for the famou s third 
section, or the secret police. 
It was 
impossible to learn w hat the charge 
was against the Finns. 
Mr. W alling had ju st retu rned to S t 
Petersbu rg from attending the Social­ 
ist congresses in Germany and France. 
He has also spent sev eral months re­ 
cently in Genev a, where he frequ ented 
the headqu arters of the Ru ssian rev o­ 
lu tionists. 
He is intim ate with many 
leading rev olu tionists and 
Liberals. 
Mr. W alling is accu sed by the police 
of fu rnishing financial aid to the rev ­ 
olu tion, thou gh this charge is not the 
fou ndation for his arrest. 
Mr. W alling is described as hav ing 
been a qu iet and reserv ed man u ntil 
he was arou sed on the su bject of child 
labor. 
Then he forced himself to the

aggressiv e 
champion 
against children working in factories. 
His energies and his means were en­ 
listed in this cou se. 
At one tim e he 
was a state factory inspector in Illi­ 
nois. 
Mrs. Walling, who was Miss Anna

California. 
She has done considerable literary 
work.

alizing on all the assets there will still 
be lacking nearly $ 100,000 to pay the 
indebtedness. The indictment charges 
that Behrens tu rned this money ov er 
to W u lfman, who su nk it in a coal 
mine in Pike cou nty . 
W u lfman gav e 
bond for his appearance at the Janu ­ 
ary t.erm of the Du bois circu it cou rt. 
Congressman Cox and Senator R. M. 
Milbu rn will defend him.

Under Indictment for Asphalt Frauds, 


C an’t Be Found. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 21.—According to 
Sheriff Joseph Clay and the best in­ 
formation that cou ld be had from the 
m an’s friends, H arry P. Bru nau gh, in­ 
dicted for grafting, has fled from the 
city and is a fu gitiv e from ju stice.

There was an­ 
other report cu rrent—and it appeared 
to come from the best of au thority — 
that Bru nau gh stated that he cam e to 
Indianapolis only for the pu rpose of 
withdrawing his money from a bank 
and fleeing. 
According to information 
wrhich reached the ears of Prosecu ting 
Attorney Hooton, Bru nau gh withdrew 
from

$1.200 wfhich he had on deposit there. 
This added weight to the belief that 
he had fled to av oid arrest on the in­ 
dictm ent he mu st hav e know’n w’ou ld 
be brou ght against him. 
There is a growing su spicion among 
those acqu ainted with the case that 
Bru nau gh cou ld not hav e been alone 
In falsify ing the books in which were 
recorded the areas patched by the
